WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


We have heard some talk that the ‘‘boosting’”’ of the canned 
tomato market by those who take time to write for publication 
is having an adverse effect upon the market situation. We pre- 
sume THE TRADE comes in for some of this condemnation, as 
we have been predicting better prices on tomatoes for some little 
time, although the increase has not been very heavy as yet. 

We take pleasure in admitting that we have always spoken 
favorably of the tomato situation, and have, time and again, 
stated that we believed the spot tomato market would go as 
high as goc. before’the next packing season and possibly as high 
as $1.00. But we do not admit that we are ‘‘boosters’’ of the 
market in any shape or form; we make our rounds of the brok- 
ers, jobbers and canners, and keep posted on the situation as 
closely as we possibly can, and then report the market just as 
we find it. We have absolutely oo interest or reason for quot- 
ing or predicting high or low prices unless it is our honest be- 
lief; we own no stocks of canned foods of any kind, and have no 
intention of securing any. We have all we can do to take care 
of our business as ‘‘scribes,’’ and we assure you it is sufficiently 
interesting, and takes all the time we have. We, therefore, 
request that you consider our advice friendly and accurate as 
any such information can be. We are not always absolutely 
correct, but generally a good deal nearer than some others. 

The situation during the past week has shown no material 
change from that reported last week. The buying has been a 
little more steady, but there has been no orders for heavy ship- 
ments. One broker in the East says that an order for ten car- 
loads could not be filled, even if made up by several packers. 
This seems to be putting it pretty strong, but it merely shows 
that stocks in canners’ warehouses are extremely light; they 
look large to some canners who are anxious to start off 1911 
with a clean slate, but the fact is a few hundred cases now looks 
as large as a few thousand looked this time last year. The job- 
bers have not shown any more inclination to buy large lots than 
they have during the past few months, but the steady run of 
daily orders being received is fast cleaning up all holdings, and

there is little doubt but that the new pack will come on a very 
bare market. We mean by that that both jobbers and canners 
will have no old goods to speak of, and as soon as the new pack 
is delivered it will go into consumption. That makes us look 
forward to the 1912 pack, and while that may seem a long way 
off, it is safe to say the 1911 pack will be taken care of by the 
consuming public in fine style. We still have a lot of good 
work ahead, that will be done by the Publicity Bureau, and 
you can feel assured that that work will aid in selling your 
goods. . 

Seventy-seven and one-half cent tomatoes, spot goods, are 
reported entirely cleaned up, and 80c. is given as the lowest 
possible price at which good standard spot tomatoes can be 
bought at this writing. It is needless to say that many canners 
are holding out for 85c.; everybody knows that, but some seem 
to think it useless. We think they will get it, but it remains 
to be seen. Future tomatoes have very little life and snap to 
the market. It is obvious the jobbers will not place any heavy 
contracts for futures unless the price is low, and we don’t blame 
them much. Buying Futures is a gamble, and unless the price 
is low the Jobber has a good chance of losing money; so that his 
best plan is to hold off until the last minute so long as the price 
is up. On the other hand the packer stands no chance of mak- 
ing money if he contracts at a low price, while he has an even 
chance of making a fair profit if he keeps his price up, or stays 
out of the market until he has his goods packed, We can’t see 
any use of contracting Future tomatoes at 7oc., when the 
packer can figure up a cost price of 6734c. to 72%c. before he 
signs. 

Corn is reported to be very dull; in fact it is generally 
believed that packers have sold quite a lot of Futures at fair 
prices and are not inclined to sell any more until they see how 
their acreage is going toturn out. In two or three months it is 
possible the Corn market will be very lively but the Spring has 


been so late that it is impossible to make even a guessas to what 
the crops will amount to. The Spot corn market has been pret- 


_ ty well cleaned up for some time and the few sales that are made 


every day have hardly any interest for any one. Those who 
have a small allotment of Spot Corn know that they can sell it 
almost any time they care to and naturally those who have none 
are inditferent. 

Pea planting has begun in Wisconsin and now growers, can- 
ners and buyers will begin to watch this operation and see how 
the shoots begin to show themselves and how many acres have 
been put in. As soon as the acreage planted is reported a con- 
siderable number of guesses will be made as to what the crop 
will amount to. Some packing will shortly commence in Balti- 
more but the recent cold snap in the eastern section where peas 
usually ripen a little early has caused a delay and no packing 
that we know of has begun anywhere. The spot pea market is 
quiet and there is nothing of special interest that can be said. 

Fruits continue in steady demand and ‘cleaning up’ contin- 
ues in the larger varieties, such as peaches, pears pineapple, etc. 
Small fruits are not very active but stocks are so small that the 
little interest that is being shown is sufficient to satisfy holders. 
We believe some Futures in berries have been sold and the inter- 
est in these continues to grow. They will attract considerable 
attention for the next few months. 

Spinach is holding the attention of the trade just now as 
new pack goods are expected shortly. Prices are firm. Other 
articles are in fair demand and the general situation in the can- 
goods market is a healthy one.

Food Inspection Decision 134. 
The Labeling of New Orleans Molasses. 


It appears from an investigation conducted by the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection that there is a wide variety of opin- 
ions with respect tothe meaning of the term ‘‘New Orleans’’ 
Molasses is generally understood to be a product of Louisianna. 
It is apparent that the original significance of the term ‘‘'New 
Orleans’? molasses as applied td open-kettle drippings or 
‘‘bleedings’’ has disappeared. 

The Food and Drugs Act requires a label to be free from any 
statement which is false or misleading in any particular. In 
view of the general understanding of the term ‘‘New Orleans’’ 


molasses the board is of the opinion that the term ‘‘New Orleans’’ 
should be restricted to molasses produced in Louisianna. In 
addition, all molasses so labeled may bear the further statement 
of its quality or grade, namely, ‘‘open kettle,’’ ‘‘first centrifu- 
gal,’’ ‘‘second contrifugal,’’ ‘‘black strap,’’ etc.

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


York, May 3, 

The Market.—The market has been only fairly active dur- 
ing the week, with features few, though perhaps, the larger 
demand for California fruits might be included as a feature. 
Conditions do not change materially, but the situation seems to 
be fairly promising, and most dealers anticipate larger move- 
ment. Buyers are sending in rather more inquiries, while in 
some instances there have been attempts to develop trade by 
offering at shaded prices or at enlarged discounts. The feeling, 
on the whole, is that there should be some attempt made to 


interest buyers in possible bargains, which explains the slight 
reductions in some instances. 


Tomatoes.—A fair call is reported for full standards at 
Soc. for standard 3s, regular terms f.o.b. factory. Some lots 
can still be bought for 77%c. regular terms f.o.b. factory. 
No. 2s are quoted at 6oc. to 62%c. regular terms f.o.b. factory, 
while No. ros are held at $2.90 to $3.00 f.0.b. factory. No. 10s 
are selling slowly here. Not much buying is noted in any 


grade. A firm feeling is reported among packers in the South, 
aud a higher market is predicted. 


Corn.—The market seems to be dull. A little pressure to 
sell western pack on the spot is noted, and some rather pvor 
stock is offered. Concessions are required to move it. Good 


quality seems to be firm. Futures are attracting almost -no 
attention. Sales are in a small way only and then buyers are 
chary of orders. 


Peas.—The stocks now in hand are held with confidence. 
Medium grades are particularly wanted, and jobbers are pick- 


ing up such lots as they can obtain at what seems to them a 


fair price. They are obliged, too, to buy to cover immediate 
wants. 


Spinach.—The market is firm on good packing, and sales 
are made in only small lots. 


Succotash.—The call for better grades is increasing, and 


business is done in small lots chiefly. Conditions are unchanged 
and sales have been made at somewhat higher figures. 


Apples.—No. ros are held up to outside figures in a small 


way for fancy grades. Buyers do not want to take hold unless 
compelled to do so. 


Peaches.—A better local interest is reported in 234 extra 
standard lemon cling peaches. A steady interest only is re- 


ported in standard grades. On a firm offer inside quotations 
could be shaded. 


Apricots.—The market is a bit firmer on best stock. Sales 


have been made in relatively small lots, and conditions are not 
much different from what they have been heretofore. 


Pineapple.—Hawaiian stock is a bit better for best grades. 


Sales of 244 extras are reported at $2.15 here. Futures are no 
more than steady. 


Pears.—California pack are held with confidence, but 
movement is limited to actual requirements. 


Sardines.—Old pack domestic stock in key cans are offered 
at $2.75 for quarter oils regular terms f.o.b. Eastport. New 
pack keyless offer at $2.75 to $2.85 f.o.b. Eastport. A little 
more movement is reported and the tone of the market is better. 

Salmon.—The market is steady and it is possible to buy 
here at $1.1234 forchums. In most instances, however, $1.15 
is quoted. Medium red seems to be strong. Some of the prin- 
cipal packers are said to have sold 1911 pack of red Alaska talls 
at $1.50 f.0.b. for early shipment. This figure is the highest 
recorded in years. ‘ 

Lobster.—The market is firm within the range quoted. 
Conditions are the same as they have been indefinitely.

Special Correspondence to “‘The Trade’”’ 


CHICAGO, May 3rd, 1911. 
Peculiar Weather.—May has opened with a change from 
warm to cold weather and on the mornings of May 2nd and 3rd, 
there were sharp freezes in this vicinity. Unless these freezes 
are more general than they are thought to have been they are 


not likely to do much harm to the fruit crop in the West as fruit 
is not sufficiently advanced to have sustained serious injury. 


A Few Pointers.—There is an old story about a butcher 
who was never able to make good sausage until a friend gave 
him a pointer. 

I have since January rst adopted a new line of business and 
am now a canned goods broker and am deeply grateful and ap- 
preciative for the kindly manner in which the manufacturers and 
others who read The Trade have encouraged and helped me. 

My brief experience in the brokerage business this time, 
(I was formerly in it for awhile) has given me some impressions 
oe or may not be of practical value to the readers of The 

rade. 

Canned goods manufacturers do not give to their brokers 
the co-operation that they should. They should be careful to 
give their broker all the necessary information to enable him to 
answer any questions about the goods which a careful buyer is 
likely to ask. 

For illustration here is a telegram in replv to a request for 
prices on tomatoes. ‘‘Standard threes seventy-seven half Balti- 
more rate’’. 

I hold that such a telegram is careless, unsatisfactory and 
unlikely to produce results. Why? Merely because the buy- 


er wants to know at what station the goods are located, so that 
he can figure on Lake and Rail, or Ocean and Rail, or All Rail 
shipment, and must know initial point in order to do so. He 
further wants to know whether goods are labeled or unlabeled, 
and if labeled what the brand is and how many cases there are 
in the lot, and any other points of information that might be 


useful to the broker in closing a sale. I would suggest that a 
telegram as follows would have been much better. 


‘‘Sell fifteen hundred threes standard fob Preston, Maryland, 
seventy seven half, Epicure Brand or unlabeled’’. 

Here the number of cases, the point of shipment, the brand 
if packers label is wanted and the information that the goods are 
unlabeled are all given. Of course fifteen words are used but a 


few cents saved in confining oneself to ten word telegrams is 
frequently the cause of the loss of nice business. 


Then we now have the Night Letter telegrams which at the 
price of a day message will permit the use of f/ty words to be 
delivered at ones office at eight o’clock in the morning at the 
price of the day message of ten words and then we have the 
‘‘Day Letter’’ which for one and a half times the rate of the ten 
word day message, one can send fifty words to be delivered dur- 


ing the day and in fifty words one can say usually more than one 
needs to say. 


If I was a manufacturer I would keep my brokers regularly ~ 
and fully posted. I would put them into a position to know as 
much about the goods as I myself knew. I would send them 
labels, samples, stock sheets, telling how many there were and 
where the goods are located, draw their attention to any points 
of excellence in the goods, and then I would ask them why they 


did not make sales and learn what their difficulties were if possi- 
ble and try to help overcome them. 


My long experience as a sales-manager in charge of a large 
force of salesmen has taught me that the man who is best in- 


formed as to his line of goods is the best salesman and gets the 
best results.

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Don’t expect the broker to do it all, Mr. Packer. Help 
him by informing him fully and frequently. 

The big California packers keep their brokers thoroughly 
and fully posted. Many of them send out stock sheets and 
market postings two and three times a week and oftener when 
market changes take place. I represent one cannery that has 
never voluntarily written mea letter. I have sold all the goods 
they have offered for sale and could have sold more, but I could 
never know whether they were sellers or not, as they would not 
take the time or the trouble to inform me by mail. I also repre- 
sent another cannery which gets out a cheap printed price list 
once a month, in which nothing is ever changed but the prices, 
and no one who reads it could know what the qualities are. 

If a packer had a salesman out on the road traveling, and 
the packer was paying him a salary and his expenses, he would 
write that salesman every day, but a broker he hires ‘‘a la carte,”’ 
paying him for what he does and no more, and should on that 
- account help him the more, but usually does not. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Standard 3s are nominally held at 
8734c. f.0.b. docks Chicago for spot goods, but we learn that 
good, round lots can be bought at 85c. net cash that same de- 
livery. This beats 80c. East or 77%c., and holds the market 
against all comers, | 

Canned Sardines.—American sardines are weak, owing 
to reports of an early and heavy pack at the out ports, with de- 


clining prices. Sales were made here this week at the follow- 
ing prices: 


Neptune Carton Key, 4% Oil, $3.35 
Continental Decorated Key, % Oil, 3.20 
Sundry Decorafed Keyless, 4% Oil, 3.10 


One or two or three of our jobbing houses are disposed to 
reduce stock a little which accounts for the prices. 

Canned Salmon.—Our market is cleaning up nicely and 
stocks are small. Jobbers are beginning to look around for 


additional supplies. Unlike sardines the salmon of new pack 
cannot arrive here until October next of standard grades, and 
between now and then there will be a great consumption of 
salmon. Sockeye No. % size is especially scarce here. 

Canned Corn.—Same against the same, as the clerk of the 
court called, when the State of Kentucky had fifty indictments 
against the same man for playing poker and he was being 
arraigned. Cornisin the same situation as it has been for 
sometime, but we hear rumors of lower prices being made on 
spot goods. They are openly quoted. 

Canned Peas.—Packers have cleaned up pretty well, and 
now some jobbers are disposed to clean up by selling out their 
surplus. We hear of no low prices however. WRANGLER.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAwn Francisco, CAu., April, 29, 1911. 

Following the heavy frosts which occurred a short time ago 
throughout California and the Coast States, settled weather is 
again the rule and it is extremely improbable that another cold 
snap will be experienced. The damage to growing crops is usu- 
ally exaggerated in the first reports following a heavy frost and 
for this reason the writer has refrained from making estimates 
of loss to the fruit industry until more settled conditions prevail 
and until a personal examination of orchards in prominent dis- 
tricts could be made. I have just returned from a week’s trip 
through the San Joaquin valley and the Coast counties and am 
of the opinion that canners need feel no alarm about being un- 
able to secure canning stocks. The greatest damage done by 
the frost has been to the grape crop which is severely injured in 
the Fresno district. There has been damage done to apricots 
and peaches in some sections while in others thinning will be 
necessary. In the Fresno, Visalia and Tulare sections, where 
some of the finest canning fruit in the State is grown, there will 
be considerably more than a half a crop of peaches, the bu'k of 
the damage being confined to young orchards. On old or- 
chards the frost has been of value and growers have been saved 
the expense of thinning. However, there has been a great deal 
of damage done by the cold snap, this amounting to millions of 
dollars, but canners will not experience much difficulty, from 
the present outlook, in securing the raw material needed. The 
immediate result of the frost has been to stiffen prices for green 
fruit and agents of the canning companies are now in the field 


attempting to secure contracts. At Sebastopol canners are con- 
tracting to buy cherries on a 5-year contract and are offering to 
pay figures above the average of the past few years. For peaches 
that sold last year at $20 a ton growers are now receiving offers 
of $25 and $28 and other lines show about the same advance. 
There is no chance for California canned fruits to be sold this 
year at the low prices that ruled last season and the outlook is 
that the pack will be materially reduced in size. In the Santa 
Clara valley apricots have been damaged in the lowlands but in 
the hills the crop will be an average one. Cherries have been 
injured but slightly and the same may be said of prunes. In 
the Gridley district north of Sacramento there has been some 
damage done but generally speaking the loss in the Sacramento 
Valley will not be extensive. 

The packing of asparagus is progressing slowly and since 
the naming of prices by the California Fruit Canners’ Associa- 
tion a feeling of disquietude has been general here. Growers 
are now receiving the lowest price for asparagus in the history 
of the industry and are able to market but a portion of their 
crop, canners buying only for immediate requirements and refus- 
ing to make contracts for raw stock needed. Canned asparagus 
is now being sold at prices below the cost of production and some 

-firms are putting up only sufficient to meet the demands of their 
trade. The tentative prices put forth by the California Fruit 
Canners Association early in the season, following the naming 
of opening prices by other firms, have been superseded by prices 
that represent a ten per cent cut from even these extremely low 
rates. Even at these low prices, which other firms must now 
meet, business is far from being active, the general impression 
being that it would be unwise to load up heavily on an article 
decreasing so steadily in value. The present condition is a de- 
cijedly unhealthy one with goods being sold below cost and can- 
not last for any length of time. It is known that some firms 
solicited business early in the season making sales at figures to

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be a definite amount below the Association’s opening rates and 
these firms now stand to meet a heavy loss. If present conditions 
rule during the packing season the pack put up will be a very 
light one and will be unprofitable to all interested in the industry. 

The Central California Canneries is already in the field 
soliciting orders for future tomatoes and quotes prices as follows: 
No. 2% Standards, 70c; do, Solid Pack, 85c. No. 3. Solid Pack, 
$1.00; No. 8 Standards, $2.00; do, Solid Pack, $2.50. An in- 
creased acreage is being planted to tomatoes in California this 
season and the outlook is for a large pack in case weather con- 
ditions are favorable. 

The demand for future 1911 Hawaiian pineapple has been 
such that withdrawals have been made on a number of lines and 
the outlook is that the expected pack will be disposed of long be- 
fore active packing operations have commenced. 

The maximum pack of Alaska Salmon which can be put up 
this year has already been sold, subject to buyers’ approval of 
opening prices, While for the past two years,packers have sold 
their output before the end of the packing season, orders have 
come in faster and earlier this year than usual. Preparations 
have been made for putting up more fish in Alaska than ever 
before and it is estimated that a pack 20 per cent in excess of that 
of last year will be put up if conditions are right. Five new 
canneries will be in operation and several of the old plants will 
be enlarged. 

At a special meeting of the Columbla River Fishermen’s 
Protective Union held at Astoria, Ore., April 18th, prices for 
fish for the season commencing May first were decided upon. 
Canners will have to pay 634c a pound for fish weighing under 
twenty-five pounds and 8%c will be the price for fish above that 
weight. These rates are an advance of tc a pound over the 
prices that prevailed last season. 

Work has been commenced on the erection of a new salmon 
cannery on the Klamath River in Northern California, just above 


the Tallant cannery. The new plant is owned by Los Angeles 
parties headed by Dr. A. Hogan. The Tallant cannery is being 
remodeled and new machinery installed throughout. 

Word has been received here to the effect that the ship 
Jabez Howes, sent north by the Columbia River Packers’ Asso- 
ciation, lies a wreck off Chignik, Alaska, having been lost in a 
heavy storm, April 6th. This vessel had on board material for 
the construction and equipment of a new cannery at Tin Point 
and this was saved but the ship will be a total loss. The storm 


_ was a furious one and the Star of Alaska and the Benj. F. Pack- 


ard were blown ashore but afterward got off undamaged. The 
Columbia River Packers’ Association will send another vessel 
north at an early date to take the place of the Jabez Howes. 

At a meeting of the stockholders in the Northwestern Com- 
mercial Company held at Seattle April 24th, the sale of the 
Northwestern Fisheries Company to the Booth Fisheries Com- 
pany was ratified. 

The Alaska-Pacific Fisheries Co. has been incorporated at 
Seattle with a capital stock of ¢100;000 by E. J. Brown, D. Bur- 
gess and K. Okajima. 

The March shipments of canned goods from San Franscisco, 
exclusive of salmon, totalled 100,765 cases, as campared with 
43,343 cases during the corresponding month of rgro.

Paper which was scheduled for Field Day at the 
National Convention, at Milwaukee. 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen of this Convention:— 
Before entering upon the subject assigned me, I wish to say that 
these meetings in this hall are not attended as largely as the 
very interesting program arranged by your officers for your 
education and for the improvement of the members of the 
National Canners’ Association warrant; they should be more 
liberally attended. 

I also wish to indorse particularly Mr. Haserot’s $100,000 
company that proposes to do some publicity work that will be 
of undoubted benefit to the members of the proposed organization. 
Get those factories together that are worthy to have the stamp 
of approval of the members of the proposed association; have 
them well distributed as to the freight rates to the principal 
markets to be developed. To the victor belong the spoils (as 
profits of the business). It is they that take all the chances in- 
cident to the carrying on of the packing business, and to them 
belongs more of the profits than is alloted them as their share 
under present conditions of the business of packing fruits and 
vegetables in hermetically sealed tin cans. 

I would be very glad if permitted to become a member of 
the company Mr. Haserot proposes to form, to market and 
jointly advertise their products and jointly receive the benefits 
of the business carried on as proposed by Mr. Haserot. 

It is a fact that all the large victories gained in the world 
have been won by a combination of forces, power, organization, 
brains and money. 

It was through organization that AJexander won his de- 
cisive victories over the hordes of unorganized Asiatics. The 
names of great generals live longer after them than that of 


philanthropy. We have played philanthropists long enough and 
should get some reward for our efforts. That reward can only 
endure through the establishment of trade-marks and brands or 
systematic advertising campaigns, the combination of capital 


and brains and the elimination of waste in the production of the 
lines of goods we pack. 


Under existing conditions in the canning business, preserv- 
ing fruits and vegetables, in particular, by sterilization (heat) 
alone, the business is carried on by hundreds of canneries scat- 
tered all over the United States, many of them promoted plants, 
dumped upon a willing public, who expected to enrich them- 
selves quickly by the operation of their canning factory, built 
and equipped to sell at two or three times the real value of the 
factory by promoters who profited by the establishment of such 
plants, placing them in the hands of inexperierfeed owners with 
no previous experience to guide them, and many times not suffi- 
cient capital to operate the plant, a plant poorly equipped and 
unfit for the business of canning fruits and vegetables, for which 
it was designed. “The whole net result was the loss of much 
money in the ill-starred ventures, the general want of confidence 
on the part of banks and financiers of those remaining in the 
business, and the net result being that the operation of the can- 
neries is hampered by the necessity of quick returns of the loans 
made to the plants for their operation, compelling them to sell 
at whatever price is offered for the goods when they are ready 
for delivery. 

It also necessitates a system of selling futures that seems 
necessary in many instances by the factory owners to secure 
capital, resulting in sales that are not advantageous to their 
owners. These early sales not always, but too often are made at 


unremunerative figures, and results in the holding down of the 
price below what is fair compensation for the quality specified 
in the contract, and results in many of the packers accepting 
business at prices so low that the business does not attract 
capital to it.

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PRIVATE LABELS. 

The private label has grown to the great advantage of those 
that use it and to the injury, in many cases, of the packer, 
because of his failing to receive recognition as the packer, he is 
eliminated entirely, he is unknown, and he has no business that 
he can count on from year to year, as can the owners of trade- 
marks and labels. 

An established label is an asset that is very valuable, and 
therefore, packers who pack almost exclusively for users of pri- 
vate labels are overlooking the advantages and value of a label 
that will aid in making the canning business one of standing 
and profit from year to year. The packer’s name and address 
should always go on the label along with the jobber’s name. 
It is but just and fair that the producer should be known and 
made responsible for his work. The jobbers require a guaran- 
tee of business. 


NEED OF MORE CAPITAL IN THE BUSINESS OF CANNING 
FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 


There is need of concentration of factories in the various 
parts of the country into firm hands, with greater capital and 
es‘ablished trade-marks, a system of distribution not so wasteful 
as exists at this time. ‘Take conditions as they exist in many 
of the lines: ‘Tomatoes, say, cost for No. 3s 75c. per dozen ‘o 
produce, whether in Maryland, Kentucky, Indiana or Missouri. 
In the East conditions are pretty much the same, the rate of 
freight being say, 54c. per hundred pounds from Maryland, 
35¢. from Kentucky or Indiana, 15c. from Missouri, to a given 
point in Missouri, the freight item is, therefore, from Maryland 
on No. 3 tomatoes to the Missouri point 18c. per dozen for 
No. 3 cans; from Kentucky 12c. per dozen, and Missouri 5c. 
per dozen. 

Think of the waste to the packing and canning interests of 
13c. per dozen. Maryland sending tomatoes to Missouri. 


The difference in freight being an absolute waste to the 
canning industry and the consumer alike, a waste of four times 
greater than the profit in packing the goods. A combination of 
the packing interests into groups of interest with capital and 
brains would make handsome dividends by the elimination of 
waste that now exists. I mean, by this system, the business 
would be placed upon a sound foundation. Fill the orders from 
Missouri jobbers out of Missouri packing as far as possible, and 
soon. Save the waste! Use it toimprove the quality. As a 
fund to advertise the goods. To firmly fix in the minds of the 
consumer your brands. Increase consumption and confidence. 

Present day methods by the elimination of waste, makes 
money at the prices prevalent before the establishment of the 
community if interest was brought about. All of you can call 
to mind the success of many corporations who have succeeded 
through the elimination of waste. A proper advertising cam- 
paign, proper marketing of their products, improvement of qual-| 
ity made possible through putting together of capital, skill and 
proper management. As instances, I cite you to the National 
Biscuit Co., the’meat industry. the American Bridge Co., United 
States steel industry and many others. 

The preservation of food in hermetically sealed packages 
has a great future before it, and it will be profitable to those en- 
gaged in it if the business is properly organized, capitalized and 
advertised. You must merit the confidence of the consumer; 
you can get the confidence through the means that I have just 
mentioned. 

Under existing conditions, the contracts for delivery of a 
certain quality and quantity is uncertain in too many cases, the 
prices you obtain for your products are just as uncertain, requir- 
ing the go per cent. of the products to meet the prices made by 
1o per cent. of the packers. ‘‘Tail wags the dog.’’ Your 
prices are fixed by the small packer. Of course, the packing 
industry has some examples of success, and some who are mar-

I have given the subject of producing and marketing canned 
goods considerable thought. The business needs many and 


some marked changes, which must come before the canning 
business is anchored upon a safe foundation. 


Time forbids my going into details, but wish to suggest 
that my brother packers get busy on the work of grouping 
themselves into corporations and communities of interest so that 
they will have sufficient capital to command the respect of in- 
vestors and buyers, so that they can map out an intelligent 
advertising and selling campaign, adopt brands and trade-marks 
of their own and make their finished products so good that the 
demand will be as great, if not greater, than the supply. Pack 
Quality! Demand a fair price regardless of the other fellow’s 
price, but it will continue to be uphill work getting a fair price 
until you get more capital and better organization into the pack- 
ing business. 

Under present conditions, the packers of fruits and vegeta- 
bles have no voice as tu the price they pay for their raw or fin- 
ished products, and cannot figure on a fair profit year after year. 
Too often the finished products from the canneries are sold at a 
price too low to give fair returns on the capital invested. Take 
the opening prices on No. 3 tomatoes for 1911 delivery, they 
range from 65c. to 85c. per dozen, each price being named on 
standard No. 3 tomatoes. The 65c., 7oc. and 75c. prices do 


not, and will not yield a profit. It goes without an argument 
the low price packers will do a big business, and a part of the 
jobbers having contracts at 65c., 70oc. or 75¢. Their competi- 
tors cannot afford to pay the higher prices, and will not, and 
will remain out of the market until the weak holders let go one 
at a time, the result being that practically 80 percent. of the 
pack will go intothe hands of jobbers at unfair prices to the 
producers of the tomatoes, or any other canned fruit or vege- 
table. I merely cite tomatoes as an example. More capital, 
more organization, better marketing facilities, established trade-

marks and the confidence on the part of the jobber that a fixed 
fair market price will be maintained through the strength that 
concentration and organization will impart to the business 
Then, and not until then, will you packers share in a fair divi- 
sion of the profits that you are entitled to as packers. The 
necessity of concentration, greater capitalization, better busi 
ness management, elimination of wasteful methods, adoption of 
trade-marks and brands, and a comprehension of advertising 
your products is apparent on every hand. Why should a re- 
tailer sell a jobber’s label? Suppose he has a disagreement with 
the jobber after working up a trade, he loses it all. If he sells 


the Associated Canners’ trade-marks he can get them from any 
jobber, much to his advantage. 


A concentration of power and force is as old as the world. 
The proper organization of armies, with soldiers and ammuni- 
tion and horses, have always won by the grace of God, and the 
proper organization of canning factories, with capital, brains, 
advertising and selling forces will win the battle that the can- 


ners are now engaged in. The result will be better goods, more 
economical production, fair returns on a low investment, etc. 


Will you, or will you not, get to work to bring about your 
business salvation?

You must get away from the condition of the Arkansan and fix 
your house (your canning business), so you will be ready for 
the rainy day. Let’s begin now. We make business what it 
is. Let’s make it a good safe business, one that is well thought 
of and equal to that of any other useful manufacturing business.

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Seed Testing for Indiana Farmers and Seed Dealers. 


Indiana Farmers are without a doubt losing thousands of 
dollars every year through using inferior seed. Seed seemingly 
high class is often found by the use of accurate tests to be in 
reality impure and lacking in vitality. This means a poor 
stand, weak plants, and enormous numbers of noxious weeds. 
One of the essential factors of profitable crop production is good 
seed. ‘The quality of seed can be determined only by careful 
tests. 

Provision has been made for the prompt and accurate test- 
ing of seeds without charge for Indiana farmers, and seedsmen 
through the establishment by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, in cooperation with the Agricultural Extension 
Department of Purdue University Agricultural Experiment 
Station, of a branch seed-testing laboratory with an expert in 
charge. 

Two or three tablespoonfuls of clover or grass seed, or eight 
or ten of the larger seeds, are sufficient for a sample for testing. 
The more representative the sample is of the bulk lot the more 
valuable will the test be as an indication of the quality of the 
whole lot. To make a representative sample, seed should be 
obtained from the top, middle and bottom of the bin or of each 
sack, if there are only a few sacks in the lot, or from every 
other sack, or every third, fourth or fifth sack, according to the 
number of sacks. Where practicable, take a little seed from 
different parts of each sack. A metal seed trier is very conven- 
ient for this purpose. It is to be remembered that in the ger- 
mination tests seeds are actually germinated, this process requir- 
ing from a week in the case of clover to nearly four weeks in 
the case of bluegrass. Purity tests require but an hour or so to 
make. 

Samples should be plainly marked with the name and 
address of sender, and should be accompanied by a letter giving 
any particulars possible concerning the source of the seed, the 
quality it was represented to be, etc., and stating whether a 
purity. or a germination test or both are desired. If more than 
one sample is sent at one time, distinguishing marks, such as 
numbers, trade names or letters, should be put uvon them so 
that reports may be associated with the right samples. 

Farmers and seedsmen alike are urged to make the fullest 
use of this laboratory, and endeavor to raise the standard of the 


seed used on Indiana farms. No charge is made by this labora- 
tory for seed testing. Address all samples: Branch Seed Lab- 
oratory, Purdue Experiment Station, Lafayette, Ind.

To Govern Tin Plate to be Used in Canning. 


Congressman Talbott, of Maryland, has offered in the House 
a bill designed to avoid injury to canned foods through metallic 
contamination. His bill regulates the quantity of tin to be used 
in the coating of tinplate composing cans made to be hermetically 
sealed. The bill provides that it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to manufacture within any Territory or the District of 
Columbia from tinplate any cans to be hermetically sealed and 
to be used for the packing of canned food of any kind, or to use 
hermetically sealed cans made from tinplate for the packing of 
canned food of any kind, unless such tinplate shall be surfaced 
or coated with tin to such an amount that upon each piece of 
tinplate five centimeters square there shall not be less than one- 
hundred and fifty-two milligrans of tin, or unless such tinplate 
is coated with lacquer in such a manner as effectually to prevent 
chemical action between the cans and the contents thereof: and 
any person who shall violate any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on conviction 
thereof, be fined not to exceed $500, or shall be imprisoned not 
exceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of the court, and 
for each subsequent offense shall be fined not more than $1,000, 


or sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, or to both such fine 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


In front of us lays a blotter containing this advice: ‘ Think 
big, talk little, love mruch, laugh easily, work hard, give freely, 
pay cash and be kind—it is enough.’’ Advice is always cheap. 


In fact there is nothing so cheap as advice, nothing so freely 
given—and nothing more thoughtlessly thrown away. It can 
not all be good—this immense mass of gratuitous instruction, 
but the wise one will pick out from it all the grains of truth and 
benefit by them. 


Thus, when the backslider was asked by the minister 
whether he had read his article on why men do not attend 
church—he answered he had, and that he had found in it many 
new reasons for not going to church, 


We heard a rumor this week that the bill to compel addi- 
tional coating on the tin plate used for making packers’ cans 


was to be strongly urged for passage, and that it was going to- 


call for four (4) pounds of tin to the basic box! We trust, 
however, that the amount mentioned is wrongly quoted, because 
2% pounds is sufficient and would be heartily endorsed by all— 
can makers and canners alike, but if four pounds are asked for 
the opposition will be general, because the amount is prohibitive. 


It has also come to light that the famous Referee Board, 
which passed upon the benzoate of soda question, and which 


has had under consideration the question of the use of saccharine, 
has ruled against its use; thet is that saccharine must not be 
used. 

Many corn packers were of the opinion that the use of 
saccharine was better than sugar and not more harmful. They 
must take note now that it is on the prohibited list. 


Every month a large batch of pure food prosecutions is put 
through, and each time a number of the canners, preservers or 
catsup makers are found among them, for one cause or another. 
This is not to be wondered at in so large a business as this line 
has grown to be; but a little more care and attention would 
reduce the number; and now that the industry is fighting hard 
to obtain the public’s confidence, this care should be exercised. 


For the Bureau of Publicity is fighting every day and every 
hour for the good name of the goods and the industry. Recently 
while in Secretary Gorrell’s office we were shown a published 
retraction, in good, large heading and in a prominent place, in a 
rather popular paper, that showed the effect of the work being 
done. To-day the average newspaper thinks twice before blam- 
ing any and every trouble on canned foods. If the Association 
had only gained that one victory, the effort would have been 
worth while. But it is daily gaining more and more; and it 
needs support and encouragement from every one in the 
business. 


Take this matter seriously, consider the remarks as made 
to you direct, for it is your support that is wanted. You should 
be a.member, paying your dues; and working hard to get others 
into the fold with you. Every canned goods packer in the 
country should be a member of the National Association. If 
that were the case, think what a front the industry could pre- 
sent to the country. 

And then, too, if that were the case, other lines of business 
could be called on to aid this movement towards the increasing 
consumption of canned foods. The wholesale grocers could 
then be called on to contribute, and they. would gladly do so . 
when they knew all canners were in the movement. The retail 
grocers could also be approached, and we believe they would 
very considerably help. 

But how can either of these powerful bodies be asked to 
do what all canners will not? Soif you have been a laggard 
about this, bestir yourself: Send in your name at once, for we 
want to say before the end of this month, ‘‘Every Canner worth 
while is backing the Publicity Bureau,’’ and we believe they 
will be.

No. 6617. Apples, DRIED FRUITS AND FisH O1Ls.— 
A business firm ina large German city informs an American 
consulate that it desires to establish relations with firms in the 
United States exporting apples, dried and evaporated fruits and 
fish oils. 

No. 6563. ApricoT PuLp.—A business man in Germany 
advises an American consular officer that he is desirous of re- 
ceiving direct offers of apricot pulp from California dealers. 
Quoted terms should be c.i.f., payment after delivery at desti- 
nation. 

No. 6580. AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS.—An American 
consulin the Far East reports that two local officials have 
obtained a concession of some 100,000 acres of land for farming 
purposes, and are desirous of introducing the use of modern 
agricultural implements there. They have secured from an 
American agricultural expert a list of suitable equipment and 
would now like to obtain from American manufacturers cata- 
logues of such machinery, together with full information re- 
garding terms, net prices, cost of delivery, etc. Copy of the 
report, giving further details and list of equipment, can be 
obtained by addressing the Bureau of Manufactures. 

No. 6581. AMERICAN GooDs FOR GREECE.—One of the 
commercial agents of the Department of Commerce and Labor 
reports that a well-organized agency for handling American 
manufactures in Greece, devoted exclusively to the exploitation 
of American goods, desires to receive tenders from manufactur- 
ers in the United States of cotton twills, sheetings and shirtings, 
household hardware, kitchen utensils, canned goods, agricultu- 


ral machinery and implements, hydraulic pumps, hand and 
steam, electric fixtures, etc. He will furnish excellent refer-

No. 6571. CORN-HUSKING MACHINE.—A report has been 
received from an American consul in a Latin American country 
stating that there is a demand in his district for a corn-husking 
machine if one can be obtained at a reasonable price. The con- 
sulate has been imformed that several firms had been addressed 
relative to such a machine, but that none can be obtained for 
less than $300, gold. As it is probable that small machines for 
this purpose are manufactured that cost considerably less, it 
would be well for firms interested in the sale of these machines 
to write to two business men whose names are furnished in the 
report. The consulate forwarding the report would also appre- 
ciate communications and catalogues from such firms. 

No. 6603. AMERICAN MANUFACTURED Goops.—An Amer- 
ican consulate reports that there were notable increases in the 
imports of the following articles into his district during the past 
year: Alcohol, beer, flour, hardware, iron and steel manufac- 
tures, soap, sugar and several other lines. All these articles, 
he states, can be advantageously imported from the United 
States and American exporters would do well to investigate this 
field, as there is little doubt that profitable connections could be 
established with the local importers. The consulate would be 
pleased to receive samples and prices of beer, soap, sugar, bis- 
cuits and soda crackers. 

Foop ANp Druc ArTICLES.—An official of a 
chemical company in the United States writes to the Bureau of 
Manufactures that he would like to secure the representation 
in South Africa of one or two reliable firms, preferably those 
handling a branded line of either food or drug articles.
